WASHINGTON, Oct. 22 (AP).— 
A vast reorganization of the Fed- 
eral Government, to provide cen- 
tral direction for the war program 
was proposed today in a bill intro- 
duced by Representative Tolan 
(Dem.), California, chairman of 
the House Committee on Defense 
Migration. 

The Tolan committee, in a spe- 
cial report to the House Tuesday, 
said “This war can be lost in 
Washington” unless changes are 
made. 

The bill proposes the establish- 
ment of an office of war mobiliza- 
tion, with four constituent offices 
dealing with: (1), production and 
supply; (2), manpower; (3), tech- 
nological ‘mobilization; and (4), 
economic stabilization. 

Functions Are Specified. 

The measure’s language sets 
forth that the Office of Economic

In one instance, he said, a De- 
tective Sergeant had gone out of 
his way to make it tough for a 
business man who had indorsed a

to force the indorser to reimburse 
the merchant who cashed the 
check, Judge Russell said. The in- 
dorser was arrested and indicted, 
but the indictment was dismissed 
without prosecution. 


Another incident concerned the 
arrest of pickets in a meatcutters’ 
strike. These men, Judge Russell 
said, were held beyond the 20-hour 
limit. He reminded the board mem- 
bers that police could not detain 
for longer than 20 hours anyone 
arrested unless a charge is filed 
against him. 
Says Boy Was “Smacked.” 

In the third case, Judge Russell 
said he knew of a 13-year-old boy 
who had been “smacked” by a po- 
liceman because the boy was one 
of a group playing bal] who opened 
a fire hydrant to get drinking wa- 
ter. Another policeman, the Judge 
said, had previously told the boys 
it would be all right to do that. 


Judge Russell told the “police

day conducted an unusual public 
hearing to present another version 
of this affair. 


Reporters were invited to the 
board room to hear the stories of 
the officers who arrested Czarn- 
ecki, ‘and of his antagonist in the 
fight which led to the peace dis- 
turbance charge, Oliver G. Schultz, 
who assists his father, Otto 
Schultz, in the operation of a sa- 
loon, dance hall and grocery at 
2901 North Fourteenth street, ad- 
joining Czarnecki’s home. A po- 
liceman was sent to Czarnecki’s 
home to invite him to appear be- 
fore the board, but he sent word 
that he wished to consult his at- 
torney first. Czarnecki is to ap- 
pear before the board tomorrow 
afternoon. 


Czarnecki, who appeared before 
Judge Russell with two blackened 
eyes, and exhibited a bruise on 
his side, had said he suffered only 
minor injuries in the fight with 
Schultz, and that the policemen 
“really finished the job” when they 
beat and kicked him. Schultz, how- 
ever, insisted he had — bested 
Czarnecki in the fight, and inflict- 
ed the injuries Czarnecki exhibited. 


Czarnecki, 43-year-old veteran of 
the first World War, is a metal 
worker who-weighs more than 200 
pounds and one of the officers 
who arrested him described him at 
yesterday's hearing as the most 
powerful -man he had ever come 
into contact with. Schultz, 18 years 
old, weighs 135 pounds, but said 
he had had boxing training at the 
YM OA, 


Reporters Do Questioning. 
Members of the Police Board 
took virtually no part in the con- 
duct of the hearing when Schultz, 
the police officers, and other wit- 
nesses gave their version of the 
Sunday night brawl, leaving to 
newspaper reporters the question- 
ing of the witnesses. 


Schultz said he was returning 
home from a moving picture the- 
ater, accompanied by Victor Neck- 
éermann, 8252 North Nineteenth 
street, when Czarnecki rushed at 
him and beat him with a stick, 
breaking it in the blows he struck. 


“I struck him to defend myself,” 
Schultz added. “I grabbed him by 
the neck, and we fell to the pave- 
ment in the alley. We rolled over, 
and I came up on top. He was 
still swinging at me, and I beat 
him as hard as I could, most of 
the time hitting him in the face. 
Neckermann tried to separate us, 
but I wag still hitting him when 
the policeman broke it up. 
“Czarnecki lunged, and broke 
away from the policeman, and ran 
into his garage, and then into his 
house.” 

Tells of Ride to Station. 
Schultz said he didn’t see what 
went on in the house, but when 
the policemen led Czarnecki out 
of the house Czarnecki, although 
handcuffed, was.kicking and fight- 
ing with the officers. Schultz and 
Czarnecki were taken to the police 
station together in a patrol wa- 
gon, and all the way there, 
Schultz said, Czarnecki was trying 
to hit the policeman with his hand- 
cuffs, and to kick them, None of 
the officers struck Czarnecki in 
his presence, Schultz said, but 
they tried to restrain him by hold- 
ing his hands and feet, 

Schultz did not escape without 


Pte Shad ie 
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stitches to close a cut near his left 
eye, and two to repair one on his 
nose. Theré was another cut on 
his forehead, and his neck and left 
eye were bruised. 

Neckermann and _. Schultz’s fa- 
ther, Otto Schultz, corroborated 
the principal portions of the young- 
er Schultz’s statement. Otto Schultz 


explained the fight as the, result 
of a grudge which Czarnecki had 
toward .the Schultz family. He 
said Czarnecki had circulated a 
petition against renewal of his 
dance hall and saloon ticenses, con- 
tending that the place was a nui- 
sance. Czarnecki had objected 
also, the elder Schultz said, to 
noise made by the children of ten- 
ants on Schultz’s property, and, as 
a result of an earlier quarrel, 
Czarnecki had been fined $25 on a 
peace disturbance charge. 


Patrolman Testifies. 
Patrolman Levi Creason, the 
first officer on the scene, told of 
separating Czarnecki and Schultz, 
and »placing them under arrest. 
Czarnecki ran into his garage, and 
then into his home, Creason said. 


He, telephone his station for as- 
sistance before he went into the 
Czarnecki home after him, 


Czarnecki was in the kitchen, 
Patrolman Creason said, when he 
entered, and Mrs. Czarnecki was 
bathing her husband’s injured face. 
He said he asked Czarnecki to go 
along with him like a gentleman, 
but Czarnecki told him to “get the 
hell out of there,” and said, “I'll 
take your life, or you'll take mine, 
before we leave this place.” 


About this time, Creason said, 
the other officers appeared on the 
scene—Patrolmen Edward Grenon, : 
Edmond Carmody and James 
Powers, He snapped the hand- 
cuffs on Czarnecki, .Creason add- 
ed, but it took three policeman 


to pull him out of the house and 


put him into the patrol wagon. 
Deny They Struck Him. 

Creason and the other officers 
all told of Czarnecki’s struggles, 
and denied that they had struck 
him, or done anything other than 
restrain him, Grenon. displayed 
bruises on his ankle and knee he 
said he suffered when Czarnecki 
and his son, Ray Joseph, 19 years 
old, kicked him. Grenon added 
that Mrs, Czarnecki had slapped 
him. ‘The younger Czarnecki had 
a tooth broken in the tussle, The 
Czarnecki. version’ of how that 
happened ig that one of the offi- 
cers struck him when he asked 
for their badge numbers. 


At the police station, all the 
witnesses said, the elder Czar- 
necki laid down on the floor and 
refused to budge. He was taken 
to City Hospital on a stretcher for 
treatment of his injuries.

CHUNGKING, Oct. 22 (AP).— 
Generalissimo Chiang Kai-shek told 
the People’s Political Council today 
that the Chinese armies were mak- 
ing al? possible preparations for a 
counteroffensive against Japan. 

“The Japanese have reached the 
peak of their offensive power and 
now are on the decline,” Chiang 
said. “Allied victory is a certain- 
ty. ” 

He spoke at the opening meeting 
of the third session of the Council, 
China’s nearest approach to a par- 
liament. 

Delegates from all parts of Chi- 
na, including provinces under Jap- 
anese occupation, attended the ses- 
sion, 

The delegates are drawn from 
all major political parties, includ- 
ing the Communists as well as the 
dominant Kuomintang, from the 
Army, labor, cultural and other 
public bodies and the universities. 
There are 14 women among the 
214 representatives. 

The delegates are chosen by the 
groups they represent. The Coun- 
cil was setup as a stopgap in the 
transition period between the stage 
of government by the Kuomintang 
party and rule by a popularly 
elected parliamentary government. 
Preparations for China’s first such 
election were interrupted by the 
war.

Stalingrad Reds Hit Back. 


Russian seizure of the initiative 
in the northern suburbs of Stalin- 
grad was reported to have come at 
a time when the Nazi offensive 
was slackening to attacks in re- 
stricted sectors. All assaults at 
the two principal points of combat, 
near a north side factory and a 
workers’ settlement, were sald to 
have been repulsed, 


The Government newspaper Iz- 
vestia asserted a counterattack out- 
side Stalingrad had drive the Ger- 
mans from an important hill over- 
looking the city, Another height 
was reported captured through a 
Red Army flanking maneuver 
which overran two Nazi defense 
lines. 


The ‘successful counterattack in 
the northern part of the city, exe- 
cuted on sodden terrain from 
which the defenders had been 
forced back four times last week, 
was anounced at midnight. 

“In the region of one of the fac- 
tories our troops occupied a num- 
ber of buildings, annihilated 150

Nazi armored and rifle units 
were reported to have suffered 
heavy losses, including nine tanks 
and about two companies of infan- 
try, in futile thrusts elsewhere 
about the city.

The noon communique announced 
that Soviet troops had broken into 
entrenchments northwest of the 
city and had killed more than 200 
Germans %n hand-to-hand fighting.

And I know I can’t 
do my job right if I let myself keep 
thinking about him or wondering 
if he will come back.

“You know,” Capt. Emma added 
earnestly, “it’s not difficult to have 
no fear about yourself. But it’s 
much different, much more diffi- 
cult not to have fear for someone 
you love. Yet one must remember 
that any one life does not matter.

Then Capt. Emma said some- 
thing which, although it is one of 
the truest things which can be said 
about Russia at war, I never had 
heard expressed so supremely 
well: “All the sacrifices which our 
women make are made modestly 
—without big words.” 

I was reminded of the millions 
on millions of Russian women 
who labor 10 or 12 hours daily, and 
often more, in factories of all 
kinds; of other millions of women 
who planted, tended and have just 
harvested all.of the Soviet Union's 
crops and food supplies; of woman 
train conductors, trowey and bus 
and subway drivers; of the army 
of young women who have chopped 
millions of cords of wood in the 
past few months to fuel Russia's 
war efforts this winter; of girls 
who police the roads and those

“With a continent of 4000 miles to 
settle in, we choose to roost in each 
other’s laps in a couple of corners 
of California and the North Pacific 
Coast.

Far Below Capacity. 

From the moment that this ma- 
terial cut was ordered, the present 
slow-down. of production lines was 
foreseeable. It was perfectly plain 
in July that the large companies 
would operate at from one-fifth to 
one-fourth of their full capacity 
and that skilled workers might be 
laid off before the situation was 
bettered. 


Apparently nothing could be done 
about it and all parties vigorously 
denied any share in the blame. Air- 
plane manufacturers pleaded for 
the release of available materials 
as quickly as possible but the 
policy adopted at the time was to 
reduce the flow so that production 
would continue through the year 
although at a reduced rate. 


Ironically enough, production ex- 
perts who have looked into the sit- 
uation believe there was no real 
shortage of materials.’ The trou- 
ble lay in the failure to insure that 
airplane fabricators got what they 
needed.

the British, might have been lost before America 
came in.” The Post adds that, if the civilian strate- 
gists in Congress had been awed at appropriation 
time by the traditionalism of the services to the 
point of deferring to their expertness, we should 
today have fewer modern planes and more outmoded 
battleships. 

Mr. Roosevelt’s peeve against the press is of long | 


old ante-bellum days, when a majority of the press 
did its best to keep the President from ‘being re- 
elected, at the same time laying down a heavy 
barrage agdinst his New Deal reforms. But since 
Pearl Harbor the anti-Roosevelt press, with very 
few exceptions, has buried the hatchet and is sup- 
porting the President wholeheartedly. In fact, in 
various important phases of the war effort,'it has 
been ’way ahead of him and he is only now catching 
up. 

We happen to be among the typewriter strategists 
who have been telling the President for the last year 
or 18 months that the people would welcome an all- 
out battle against inflation, with ceilings on profits, 
wages and prices. The President has at last em- 
barked on this course and he hag been highly con- 
gratulated for it, even if he was very tardy. — 

Last spring, the Truman committee, which comes 
under the heading of congressional strategists, told 
the President the rubber situation was mighty seri- 
ous, but the very day that report hit the news stands 
the President airily told a press conference that he 
was not worried about the tire situation. 

There might have been a chorus of bitter criticism, 
over this statement, but there wasn’t. When the 
President finally appointed the Baruch committee, 
all the strategists wrote “Hurrah!” on their type- 
writers. They wrote “Hurrah!” again when the 
Baruch committee reported, and a third time when 
the President appointed the marvelous Mr. Jeffers, 
the only member of the Roosevelt hierarchy who 
ever had the nerve verbally to spit in the eye of 
Cotton Ed Smith. There were more cheers when 
the President appointed Jimmy Byrnes to the post 
of economic czar—even though some weeks before, 
when it was freely prophesied on various typewriters 
that there would have to be an economic czar, the 
President called the typewriter prophets “suckers.” 

What's eating the President, anyway? Under the 
heading, “The Newspapers Are Pretty Blue.” we re- 
cently quoted the Independence (Mo.) Examiner, 
apropos Mr. Rooseveit’s chastisement: 

The newspapers of the country are doing their 
very best to help win the war and to maintain 
their traditional freedom of expression, and that 
means their influence with the people. When 
Washington fell down on the scrap drive, the 
campaign was thrown into the laps of the news- 
papers and is going over. The newspapers are 
selling more war bonds than any other depart- 
ment. The newspapers have more than leaned 
backward in their unanimous and earnest desire 
to do everything possible in the war. 

That celebrated typewriter strategist of Emporia, 
Kan., William Allen White, sat down the other day 
and tapped out the following communique to the 
White House: : 

The President, being at the head of the Gov- 
ernment, is more or less subject to criticism for 
the human weaknesses of the Government. He 
really ought to be able to take it, swallow, grin 
and forget it. It is*a part of his job. He cer- 
tainly asked for it when he ran for a third term. 
And after all, this is not his private war. 

After oiling up his Underwood with those strong 
words, the kindly Bill White agreed that the White 
House job is the toughest one in the world and said 
that if the President does blow up sometimes, let’s 
realize that he, too, like his critics and like his 
courtiers, is human. Most of the operators of 
strategical Underwoods will echo that, but they in- 
tend nevertheless to continue to operate their type- 
writers in what to their benighted minds seems to 
be the national interest. 
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MARINE LANDING AT LEESVILLE, LA. 

It is understandable that soldiers should do some 
griping about those exclusive places that admit no 
members of the armed forces except officers. The 
privates and non-coms usually do no more than 
gripe, but there’s a Marine Corps Sergeant at Lees- 
ville,,La., who refused to accept placidly his classi- 
fication as an undesirable. 

Refused service by a snooty night club, the Ser- 
geant went into action. He returned with a sound 
truck, parked outside the place and played the 
Marine Corps anthem, “From the Halls of Monte- 
zuma,” 55 times with all the volume at his com- 
mand.

It serves to 
present another strong argument for abandonment 
of the archaic and justice-cheating Missouri law 
that permits jointly accused defendants to obtain 
separate trials merely for the asking. 

If the four indicted union officers had been tried 
together, the device of attempting to pin sole guilt 
on Golden—which succeeded in the Jenkins case and 
failed in that of Hill—would, as a practical matter, 
have been impossible.

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AN AID TO THE TESTING OF PLANES. 

A “flight recorder” instrument that electrically 
jots down a maze of data during the testing of new 
military planes has been announced by the Brown 
Instrument Co, in Philadelphia, Of suitcase size and 
weighing less than a man, it takes the place on 
multi-motored planes of three observers and records 
a myriad of readings at three-minute intervals on 
climbs, banks, dives and other test maneuvers. Its 
cost is $2000, which is less than the insurance would 
be on the three observers for one week. 

Aviation experts expect that besides speeding the 
testing of planes, the instrument will simplify the 
test pilot’s dangerous job and reduce casualties. 
Thus it appears that “Iron Mike,” the automatic 
pilot, is to be joined by “Flight Recorder Pat” as an 
aid in aviation’s development. May it play a big 
part in obliterating the old proverb that progress in 
aviation is marked by the tombstones of those who 
test planes. : 
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“THE STAGE IS SET,” SAYS JAN SMUTS. 

Because it was Field Marshal Jan Christiaan Smuts 
speaking, the review of the war which the British 
Parliament heard in joint session yesterday is of 
more than ordinary significance. The highlights of 
his address—that the defense stage of the war is now 
ended, that “the stage is set for the last, the of- 
fensive phase” and that the fullest possible measure 
of aid must be speeded to Russia—become all the 
more impressive in view of the speaker's dis- 
tinguished caliber.

Once he fought against the British Empire, ag the 
daring leader of the original Commandos in the 
Boer War. After that conflict, he turned his energies 
to the cause of reconciliation between Briton and 
Boer, In the World War, he led the swift campaign 
that drove the Germans out of Southwest Africa. 
Then London summoned him, to sit in the War Cab- 
inet and solve the problems of air defense, aviation 
unification, man power and priorities. In 1918, he 
helped Gen. Allenby plan the great offensive in 
Palestine. At the peace conference, in the League 
of Nations and in South Africa, he has been a trusted 
leader and counselor.

HAT War Bonds are to the armament 
W prozram, the new War Chests are to 

the voluntary services which help 
“keep the home front strong” or reach 
through the dire human needs among our 
allies. Moreover, they have a native Ameri- 


can lineage as channels for the national 


purpose. Descended from the war chests 
of World War I through our modern com- 
munity chests, this rising generation 
promises to outrange its forbears. 

They have now set an unprecedented 
task for themselves in this coming year— 
a goal of more than $175,000,000 for the 
Community Chest and War Fund cities of 
the country to meet local requirements and 
foreign relief appeals. 

After the declaration of war in April, 
1917, nearly a year passed before the first 
War Chest came into being. In contrast, 
the first 1942 model chest came on the heels 
of Pearl Harbor. Today, 10 months later, 
nearly 300 are in operation—with dozens 
more being organized or in prospect. 

The War Chests of World War II have 
already proved both their money-raising 
efficiency and their unusual ability to at- 
tract outstanding leadership, Last Janu- 
ary and February, Greater Boston’s United 
War Fund mustered $650,000 more for 
normal services than the year before—out- 
side of $2,000,000 for war relief appeals, 

The chief motivation back of their orig- 
inal establishment a quarter-century ago 
was an intolerable multiplication of appeals 
for all kinds of war causes. Out of sheer 
necessity, the economies and strengths of 
unified fund-raising became evident. 

Today, most communities know that les- 
son thoroughly. A new confusion of war- 
time appeals has found them so habituated 
to federated giving that the natural reac- 
tion has been to demand still greater fed- 
eration—to include, alongside normal peace- 
time social services, both home front and

Throughout the life of the Community

Budgeting is fundamental to federated 
financing of any sort. Chest leaders lost 
no time in demanding that the war appeals 
reaching an American community should 
be subjected to the same kind of careful 
scrutiny and apportionment that is accord- 
ed local agency requests when these are 
submitted to a Chest budget committee. 

Their urgency was underlined, after the 
surprising successes of the first War Chests, 
when foreign relief appeals tended to step 
up their local quotas—some as much as 50 
to 100 per cent. Soon, however, the foreign 
appeals in turn grew anxious over such 
arbitrary attempts to increase goals, and 
over the resulting competition for funds. 

A formula has been worked out on the 
basis of available statistics to enable com- 
munities to estimate their own quota re- 
sponsibilities toward the various war ap- 
peals. A special committee of Community 
Chests and Councils, Inc., responsible for 
this part of the job, has established state 
quotas, but recommended that special local 
amounts be worked out among the Chests 
in a given state. 

Government by the people has an effec- 
tive control capable of shutting out waste, 
duplication and loss of the people’s time and 
monéy—two essential war materials which, 
once lost, cannot be rescued by the best 
organized salvage campaign.

Chairman McAfee Estimates Cost This Year 
at $90,000, ‘One of the Lowest’ Com-

A net saving of about $200,000 in 
campaign expense alone will re- 
sult from the merging of war, 
health, welfare and war service 
drives into the Greater St. Louis 
War Chest Campaign, it was esti- 
mated today by J. W. McAfee, cam- 
paign chairman. 

The saving is made possible by 
elimination of the necessity for 22 
separate drives for funds, McAfee 
said. There were 11 local organiza- 
tions which had separate cam- 
paigns last year, including United 
Charities, which has in its mem- 
bership 84 agencies, and there 
would have been a total of 22 sep- 
arate drives this year if the War 
Chest Campaign had not been or- 
ganized. Based on past experi- 
ence, McAfee said, the total cam- 
paign cost of 22 independent cam- 
paigns would have been about 
$311,000, while the campaign cost 
of the War Chest is estimated at 
$90,000, | 

The combined goals of the 22 
separate appeals, it is estimated, 
would have approximated $5,550,- 
000, due to the increases that would 
have been sought for the war ap- 
peals and due to the increased cam- 
paign costs. The War Chest goal 
is $4,850,000, 

Low Campaign Cost. 

The low campaign cost of the 
War Chest drive is due largely to 
the fact that various local agen- 
cies which have had independent 
campaigns in the past have con- 
tributed all of their campaign fa- 
cilities and resources to the War 
Chest, he said. 

“It will be one of the lowest cost 
campaigns of its size in the coun- 
try, and this in spite of the fact 
that the War Chest is a new or- 
ganization and had to set up a 
great many new records and fa- 
cilities,” he added. “In addition to 
actual money saving, one of the 
biggest economies in the War 
Chest campaign will be the saving 
in man power. The War Chest 
campaign alone wil require the 
services of about 15,000 volun- 


teer solicitors and workers. Had: 
the 22 major actiivties in the War 
Chest conducted separate cam- 
paigns, more than 25,000 workers 
would have been required. Many. 
of these people, of course, would 
have worked on more than one 
campaign. During wartime, this 
saving in man-hours alone is a 
sizeable factor. ' 

“Many of the faciilties of the 
War Chest are contributed without 
cost. All workers donate their 
time, much of the publicity mate- 
rial is prepared at actual cost, and 
even the War Chest headquarters 
is contributed by a local bank. 
Also, in the war Chest this year, 
the report meetings will be Dutch 
treat, with every worker paying 
for his own lunch.” 

Activities Streamlined. 

The local agencies sharing in the 
War Chest, he continued, have re- 
duced operations carried on in 
peacetime, streamlining their pro- 
grams to meet wartime demands. 
He pointed out that United Chari- 
ties, which will reecive $2,224,704 
from the War Chest, has dropped 
for the duration all services in its 
membership not essential to the 
strengthening of the home front 
or to special war needs. 

“The same thing is true of other 
local organizations, like the Boy 
Scoufs, the Y. M. C. A., the Salva- 
tion Army, Central Institute for 
the Deaf, the X. W. C. A., Indus- 
trial Aid for the Blind, Goodwill 
Industries and Jewish Welfare 
Fund, all in the War Chest Drive,” 
he said, ' 

“The War Chest goal of $4,850,- 
000 provides $2,892,442 for local 
services, $1,352,002 for direct war 
services, plus a contingent fund of 
$315,000 which is to be used to meet 
additional war appeals that may 
develop during the next year. Any 
part of this contingent fund that 
is not used will be held to apply on 
the next War Chest campaign 
goal.” ' 

In addition to the savings in 
campaign costs, he went on, many 
thousands of dollars have been 
“saved” as a result of a reduction 
in the St. Louis quotas originally 
set for this section by national and 
foreign war relief agencies. 


Fred G. McAlister of London, 
Ont., president of Kiwanis Inter- 
national, told the Downtown Ki- 
wanis Club yesterday’ at Hotel 
Statler how the entire organiza- 
tion was carrying out its motto, 
“We Build,” in the allied war ef- 
fort. 

“On the morale front we want to 
create the will to win the war and 
the peace,” he said.

He pointed out that eome clubs 
were correcting health defects 
among men rejected for military 
service, discouraging hoarding and 
overbuying and organizing day 
nurseries for babies of mothers 
employed in war industries.

Gravois avenue. Born Cecelia Bal- 
zer in France, where she entered 
the order, she later spent 20 years 
in India.

COUNTY DEMOCRATS URGE 
SCHOOL AMENDMENT PASSAGE 


A resolution favoring adoption of 
Amendment No. 1 at the Nov. 3 
election has been voted by the St. 
Louis County Democratic Commit- 
tee.

How- 
ever, they have enough coffee on 
hand to meet requirements if they 
allot a pound a week to each cus- 
tomer. 

This practice is being followed 
by many grocers, George C. Benne, 
owner of a neighborhood grocery 
store at 748 Marshall avenue, Web- 
ster Groves, whose coffee sales for 
the first three weeks of this month 
were 100 per cent above those of 
any previous three-week period, 
said he had enough coffee to care 
for his trade, but keeps it in the 
stock room and limits his cus- 
tomers to a pound a week. 

Other neighborhood: grocers re- 
ported they were allotting coffee in 
a similar manner. ; 

Quantity on Shelves Limited. 

A spokesman for a large grocery 
chain said their allotment system 
was based on the average number 
of customers in a store each day. 
If 50 customers come to a particu- 
lar store each Tuesday, he ex- 
plained, the manager of that store 
puts only 50 pounds of coffee on 
the shelves Tuesday morning. If 
the average on Saturday is 400, 
400 pounds of fee are put on the 
shelves Saturday morning and 
when that is sold the manager is 
instructed to tell customers he is 
out of coffee. | 


G. A. Metz, vice-president and 
buyer of coffee for the General 
Grocery Co., a wholesale and 
coffee roasting concern, said there 
was plenty of coffee in St. Louis 
to last until the next OPA ‘allot- 
ments on Nov. 1, “if housewives 
will limit their purchases to that 
which they need and can use im- 
mediately.” He explained OPA 
regulations permit wholesale coffee 
dealers in St. Louis to sell 71.5 
per cent of the amount they sold 
last year. 


Transported on Slow Boats. 


F. E. Norwine, owner and presi- 
dent of the’ Norwine Coffee Co., 
roasters and wholesalers, pointéd 
out the shortage is caused by dif- 
ficulties in shipping it to: the 
United States. The Government, 
he explained, has taken over the 
fast coffee steamers that traveled 
between North and South Amer- 
ica in 15 days, for the transporta- 
tion of war products. As a result, 
old steamers that require as many 
as 75 days to make the trip are 
being used.

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BRUCE FARNESTOCK 
KILLED IN NEW GUINEA 


Pacific Explorer in Army Lost 
Life in e Accident as 
Byron Darnton. 


~-SOMEWHERE IN NEW 
GUINEA, Oct. 21 (Delayed) (AP). 
—Lieut. Bruce Fahnestock, one of 
two American brothers widely 
known for their travels in South 
Pacific waters before the war, 
was killed accidentally several 


days ago in New Guinea, it was 
disclosed today. 

Fahnestock, who had made many 
exploration trips with his broth- 
er, Sheridan, died as a result of 
the same accident which took the 
life of Byron Darnton, New York 
Times war correspondent. Details 
of the accident have not yet been 
revealed. 

Fahnestock was buried beside 
Darnton this morning with full 
honors in a military ceremony. 

Sheridan Fahnestock, now a cap- 
tain in the American armed forces 
in Australia, flew to New Guinea 
to attend his brother’s funeral, 


Bruce Fahnestock Jr., and his 
brother Sheridan set out with four 
other young adventurers from New 
York on Dec. 31, 1934, in the 65- 
foot schooner Discovery for the 
South Seas. 

They returned nearly three years 
later with what they believed was 
a clew to a lost world in the Pa- 
cific ocean — the discovery of 
inches deep on the face of a 40- 
inches deep on the face of a 400 
ton monolith in the Fiji Islands. 

There is nothing in the present 
culture of the Fiji Islanders to ex- 
plain the symbols or the skill and 
tools with which the monolith was 
carved, 

A second expedition, in 1940, ran 
into misfortune, when the 137-foot 
yacht Director II struck a reef off 
the beach at Gladstone, Australia, 
and sank. All aboard escaped in- 
jury. 

Bruce Fahnestock, who was 31 
years old, is survived by his wife, 
the former Betty Zacher, and a 
2%-year-old son, who live in Hart- 
tord, Conn,

WASHINGTON, Oct. 22 (AP).— 
President “Philip Murray of the 
CIO asked yesterday for the dis- 
missal of Rear Admiral Emory §. 
Land as chairman of the United 
States Maritime Commission, be- 
cause of what he described as 
Land’s statement that “union or- 
ganizers . . . ought to be shot at 
sunrise,” 

Land was quoted Tuesday in 
New York dispatches as saying his 
“pet hates for the duration” are 
“union organizers, profiteers, type- 
writer strategists and needle boys,” 
but he issued a formal statement 
later saying he had said “organ- 
izers” and had not used the words 
“labor” or “union,” in connectson 
with “organizers.” 

Murray ‘wrote to President 
Roosevelt that “it is my judgment 
that this statement of Admiral 
Land, if accurately reported, con- 
stitutes one of the most dangerous 
blows at the unity of the people of 
this nation and at the war effort 
itself. . . . Certainly one of the 
basic freedoms for which the peo- 
ple of the world are fighting today 
is to protect the security of labor 
and unions and to assure their 
growth in numbers and influence 
in the affairs of the world. Ad- 
miral Land’s statement is a direct 
attack against this freedom.” 

Referring to Land’s subsequent 
statement that his New York 
speech mentioned organizers but 
did not use the term labor organ- 
izers, Murray said: 

“The alleged retraction by Ad- 
miral Land yesterday is but a re- 
iteration of the essence of the orig- 
inal statement.

An Economy Cut. 

Lamb is always a favorite meat 
for children, ag well as adults. 
Economy cuts are as delicious as 
any others. One of these is breast 
of lamb, which is tender and fine 
in flavor. It can be roasted or 
braised. and is. especially good 
when it is stuffed with rice, or 
barley or a bread dressing. 

Breast of lamb is a narrow, thin 
strip of meat, corresponding to the 
plate and brisket of beef. It con- 
tains the ends of the ribs, the 
breast bone and shank bones. 
When you purchase breast of lamb 
for stuffing, have the retailer re- 
move the shank and breast bone. 
Have a deep pocket cut from the 
flank end. The stuffing is placed 
in this pocket. Then the meat can 
be cooked uncovered, as a roast, or 
covered and braised. 


Boast Lamb Breast With Rice 
Stuffing. 


Season lamb breast outside and 
in pocket. Insert a rice stuffing. 
Place on a rack in pan 
and cook, uncovered, in a slow 
oven (300 degrees) for about 2 
hours or until tender,

cups stock or water, one teaspoon 
salt, one teaspoon poultry season- 
ing, one egg.

Premier Mitchell Hepburn of On- 


tario, stormy petrel of Canadian 
politics and severe critic of Prime 
Minister W. L. Mackenzie King’s 
Dominion - Government, resigned 
last nght. - 


Without explanation, Hepburn, 
who is 46 years old, surrendered 
the reins of the Liberal provincial 
government he has headed for 
more than eight years to Attorney 
General Gordon Conant and in- 
dicated his intention to retire to 
his 600-acre farm in Elgin County. 

Hepburn said he would retain 
his cabinet portfolio as provincial 
treasurer for a short time and also 
his seat in the Legislature, but 
would not seek re-election. : 


Action Is Surprise. 


His decision came as a surprise 
both to political circles and to the 
public. His long leadership of the 
Ontario Liberal Party dates back 
to 1930—four years after he en- 
tered the Legislature, 

Hepburn caused something of a 
furore last February when he as-. 
serted in a by-election campaign 
speech that “because of Pearl Har- 
bor the main fleet of the United 
States Navy is in hiding.” 

He has been a bitter critic of the 
war effort of the Liberal Dominion 
Government and Prime Minister 
Mackenzie King, whom he has at- 
tacked as enthusiastically as he 
once stumped for him, Recently 
Hepburn called the Ottawa Gov- 
ernment “a narrow-minded and bi- 
goted” group which led the Ca- 
nadian people “to feel safely sheli- 
tered behind the American eagle 
and the British lion.” 


Criticised for Opposition. 


Hepburn was assailed bitterly in 
turn by his opponents, one of 
whom—E. B. Jolliffe, an Ontario 
Co-operative Commonwealth Fed- 
ération leader—said not long ago: 

“He opens his mouth with the 
best of intentions and the next 
thing you know he is saying just 
what the doctor ordered—and the 
doctor’s name is Goebbels.” 

Conant, who was sworn in to 
succeed Hepburn last night, is 57, 
a former Crown attorney for On- 
tario County, and was first elected 
to the Legislature in 1937. He 
said the personnel of the new gov- 
ernment would be announced in.a 
few days.

Purpose Is to Learn if It 
Can Be Substitute for Scrap « 
: in Steel. 


WASHINGTON, Oct. 22 (AP).— 
Possibilities of sponge iron as a} 
substitute for scrap in steel mak- 
ing, long disputed by experts, will 
be tested thoroughly in order not 
to “miss any bets,” Chairman Nel- 
gon of the War Production Board 
announced yesterday. ) 
Nelson formally authorized this 
two-point experimental program: 
1. Construction of a $450,000 
sponge iron plant by the Republi¢ 
Steel Corporation at Youngstown, 


day. , 

2. Appointment of a committee 
with “broad, practical, and tech- 
nical experience” to consider ways 
and means to cope with the short- 
age of scrap and to advise H. G. 
Batcheller, chief of WPB’s iron 
and steel branch, on the practica- 
bility of other sponge iron projects 
now before WPB. 

Remarking that steel experts dis- 
agreed on the possibilities of pro- 
ducing, in important commercial 
quantities, sponge iron suitable for 
steel making, Nelson said: 

“Some say that sponge iron is a 
ready and cheap substitute for 
scrap. Some take the opposite 
view. The only way to test thor- 
oughly the possibilities of sponge 
iron is to go ahead with one or 
two moderate-sized plants and see 
what results can be, obtained. 

“The subject has been thoroughly 
studied by WPB for the past sev- 
eral months, but wide-scale adop- 
tion of the process has not been 
possible because of technical prob- 
lems involved. The Republic proj- 
ect, however, now presents an op- 
portunity to give sponge iron a 
real chance under the most favor- 
able conditions. 

“Our position is that testing of 
the sponge iron process is worth- 
while, and that we must not miss 
any bets in investigating all pos- 
sibilities of adding to our supply 
of steels.” 

The Republic proposal differs 
‘from others in that it contemplates 
the use of high-grade concentrates 
from magnenite ores mined in the 
Adirondacks, in upper New York 
State, instead of low-grade ores 
generally available for iron mak- 
ing. . 

Nelson said the Republic plant 
would be in operation in four to 
six months. Sponge iron manufac- 
tured in the plant will be used by 
Republic in its own electric steel 
making furnaces. WPB recom- 
mended the project to the defense 
plant corporation for financing. 

Chairman Boykin (Dem.), Ala-

Taking first a look at the oppos- 
ing Tulsa and St. Louis U. com- 
binations, we find these bench- 
marks to mark the probable out- 
come of the meeting: 

Tulsa has averaged 408.8 yards 
per game, St. Louis U. 169.3. Thus, 
in total defense, Tulsa has gained 
239.5 more yards per game than 
the Billikens. On-.defense, Tulsa 
has allowed opponents 67.5 yards 
per game, St. Louis U. 305 yards, 
a difference of 237.5 yards per 
game in favor of Tylsa. So much 
for total offense and defense. 

On running plays, Tulsa has 
averaged 203.8 yards per game or 
61 more than the Billikens and, on 
passes, the Hurricane has counted 
205 yards per game to a mere 34.5 
for St. Louis, a vast difference of 
170.5 yards. Glenn Dobbs of Tulsa 
may be blamed for this discrep- 
ancy. 

On , defense, Tulsa opponents 
have gained an average of only 
49.3 yards per game, those of the 
Billikens 215.8 yards by this meth- 
od. Opposing passers have gained 
only 18.3 yards per game against 
Tulsa, 84.8 against St. Louis U. 
Here, again, Tulsa has wide mar- 
gins of superiority. In kicking, the 
two teams are fairly close, Tulsa 
averaging 43.13 yards in 16 kicks, 
St. Louis U. 35,14 in 42 kicks. 

Turning to the Bears and Aggies, 
there are no terrifically wide dis- 
crepancies, 

In total offense, the Bears have 
an advantage of 49 yards per game, 
while on total defense, the Aggies 
are 31.7 yards per game better. 
Washington has averaged 157.8 
yards per game over the ground, 
the Aggies 120.5, a 37.3 yard margin 
for the Bears.

Soon He'll Be Giving 
Concert in Carnegie Hall 


DUKE ELLINGTON STUDIES A MUSICAL SCORE. HIS BAND HAS BEEN A FAVORITE FOR TWENTY YEARS. 


By Jean Lightfoot 


HE mob in front of giddy, 

gaudy, gabby Tune Town these 

dusky p. m.’s reaches a block 
to Grand boulevard and looks like 
the opening of the Cherokee Strip. 
Some are of the zoot-suit set, rock- 
ing like kids with toothache to the 
music that spills out of open win- 
dows as they wait in line. A few 
are long-haired lovers of all music, 
symphonic or swing, that has char- 
acter. All of them have come to 
hear jiving hotter than the Touhy 
Gang, dittying sweet enough to 
ration, both from the band that’s 
been tops for 20 years. 


The Duke’s in town. 


Inside the dance hall, the hard- 
wood athletes bounce, bump, shag 
and shuffle through gum-chewing, 
gum-shoeing contortions that in- 
clude more breaks than a taffy 
pull, The crowd's so thick around 
the platform you think Lana Tur- 
ner in three sweaters must be an 
added attraction. That breeze on 
the top of your head is a whistle 
of approval from.a swaying jiver 
as Harry Carney’s clarinet does 
something of the jam persuasion 
on “Sophisticated Lady.” You sug- 
gest to the man standing next to 
you in the crush that. Joe Nan- 
ton’s talky trombone may be ter- 
rific, but does he realize he is 
standing on your foot? 


“Whatsa matter,” he mutters ab- 
gent-mindedly, eyes on the orches- 
tra as it comes on like a tidal 


It doesn’t mean a lot to many of 
this swing set that Duke Ellington 
is more than composer and bands- 
ban—that he’s the gamut guy of 
the music business who'll top off 
six movies and almost as many 
shorts, Broadway, radio, a Euro- 
pean concert tour and entrepre- 
neuring his own show, with a 
Carnegie Hall Concert next Janu- 
ary, featuring his own Jazz Sym- 
phony. They’re not even inciden- 
tally interested iIn,the fact that 
Edward, then’ Prince of Wales, 
once replaced his drummer for an 
hour and a half of hot licks, that 
the Duke, smoked President Hard- 
ing’s cigarettes, and that his War 
Bond quota rates him more than 
a 10 per-center. 

All that matters to them is that 
Down Beat calls Duke Ellington 
“music’s Bible,” and that they’ll be 
exposed to Ellingtonia for three 
more nights—which is like offer- 
ing a second front to Stalin. 


It’s been a pair of decades since 
the Duke packed up his quartet 


of cohorts and made for Manhat- 
tan, “to conquer it,” he explained, 
grinning, in his score-cluttered 
room at Booker T. Washington 
Hotel. “Three of the original out- 
fit are still with me—Drummer 
Sonny Greer, Otto Hodrick on saxo- 
phone, Fred Guy on guitar. Arthur 
Whetsel, on trumpet, died three 
years ago.” 


All of which samples the loyalty 
that has made his crew as much 
an organization as an orchestra. 
Before the years at Kentucky Club 
and Cotton Club that swept New 
York off its calloused feet, Elling- 
ton’s candidates for stardom tuned 
up in Washington, D. C., where his 
father was a White House butler 
for a time during the reign of the 
Ohio Gang. 


“Sonny and I,” the bandsman 
reminisced, hitching up scarlet sus- 
penders that match the scarlet 
stripe in his smoke-blue_ shirt, 
“used to pour out a glass of corn, 
light up cigarettes with President 
Harding’s name on them, and get 


‘that rich feeling—you know?” He 


rolis “that rich feeling” over his 
tongue like you can’t help but 
know.

N Washington in 1918, the Duke 

married Edna Thompson, bought 

a home and a car, dreamed of 
bigger bandtime. He lived in such 
close harmony with his mother 
and father that “I wandered around 
in a daze for about three years 
when I lost one in 1935 and the 
other in 1937." There are other 
indications that the Ellington “so- 
phistication” is as mythic as Grem- 
lIins—his pride in protege Billy 
Strayhorn, whose “Take the 
A-Train” is the band’s signature 
and who has composed “a lot of 
gorgeous instrumental things”; his 
parental thrill with the work of 
Julliard-educated . Mercer Elling- 
ton, his son, whose “Moonmist” is 
the Duke’s radio sign-off. 


“Mercer had a band at one time 
but didn’t get anywhere, had a 
very independent attitude.” His 
father smiled, rather pleased that 
“the kid wouldn’t accept any help.” 


Almost as familiar to swing wor- 
shipers as the restrained, lament- 
ing Ellington piano, worked with 
his whole body and broad shoul- 
ders as if it were a vat of but- 
ter, is Mercer’s “Things Ain’t What 
They Used to Be,” others of Jun- 
ior’s and arranger Strayhorn’s 
brought out by the publishing com- 
pany Ruth Ellington started dur- 
ing the Ascap-BMI feud. That 
scrap caught the Duke off key 


in the anomalous position of being 
unable to play any of his own com- 
positions, so he set up Ruth in 
the tune-hawking business. 


The Duke composes anywhere, 
anytime. There are the “mood” 
things hailed by some artists of 
the symphonic stripe as the great- 
est stuff of its kind on bars; swing 
that weakens your knees with its 
tight, improbable harmony like a 
three-time ride on the flying turns. 


“Now and then I work on the 
Jazz Symphony,” Duke said. “The 
Carnegie concert is scheduled for 
January, 24 and I'll probably fin- 
ish it on the 23rd. 


“I gort of hope —” the Duke 
rested his chin on one hand and 
registered an unexpected wishful- 
ness, “sort of hope I'll have a 
real Carnegie audience, like I had 
in Europe. Just the swing fans 
there wouldn’t mean much... .” 


Described as “triumphal” were 
the band’s 1933 and 1939 tours 
abroad, served up with a welcome 
so rallying it shouldn’t happen to 
Stokowski. Dowagers went hep 
and the peerage was pulverized 
when Ellington played the Palla- 
dium and took the podium of a 
hall in Elephant Castle for Sun- 
day afternoon concerts that drew 
5000 like it was free, 


“The True Ellington,” advertised 
his promoters. “Nothing commer- 
cial on the program. All real 
music.” 

“So I gave them real music,” said 
the Duke, “but by the time the 
first concert was half over, I 
wasn’t getting the audience re- 
action I wanted.” Not that the 
listeners were making with the 
ice or sitting on their hands, but 
the boys changed the program, 
started cookin’ with Sterno, gave 
with a fusillade of nasty notes that 
converted the polite audience into 
a howling mob. The Duke laughed 
loudly. “It just about wrecked the 
place!” 


“Was Ellington right or wrong?” 
was the topic for debate at a 
post-concert tea at Jack Hilton’s, 
with the Boswell Sisters, Irving 
Mills and others deciding that 
maybe it was best to give with 
hot as well as sweet, and a few 
B. and K. endings. 


“Balaban and Katz endings, 
they are,” the Duke explained. 
“The trade calls them that—pitch 
endings that tell you when to 
applaud.” 

Pretty top drawer for the Elling- 
ton crew had been sharing a legit 
bill with Maurice Chevalier in 
1929, doing “Show Girl” with Du- 
rante and Ruby Keeler, making 


— 


a movie with the “ah’s regusted” 
team in 1930, and seVeral early 
shorts including “Black and "Tan 
Fantasy,” set in celluloid in ’29 
and still running. But they played 
first obbligato to royalty outside 
the grease paint realm when the 
then Prince of Wales took over 
Sonny’s drums at a party given 
by Lord Beaverbrook and kept 
them burning for an hour and a 
half. 


“We figured he’d play some 
dainty little Lord Fauntleroy busi- 
ness,” said the Duke, “and were 
we surprised. He stomped some- 
thing terrifically! He was really 
in there—right in the groove!”

ATER, on the same tour that 
L included Liverpool, Birming- 

ham, and concerts in Paris and 
Holland, they played a party given 
by tobacco baron Le Baron at 
which a shy sort of guy repeatedly 
requested “Swampy River.” 


“I kept giving him the brush, 
explaining I'd rather feature the 
other guys than do a piano solo,” 
Duke said, “but he came back 
three or four times. Finally Irv- 
ing Mills, my manager, came up, 
‘Whatever that guy wints, give it 
to him,’ Mills said. That's the 
Duke of Kent!’” Later the Duke 
of K. gave several parties for the 
Duke of Swing. “He was a great 
guy,” briefs the Duke of S. ad- 
miringly. 


Strictly. concert was the ‘39 tour 
through Belgium, Holland, Den- 
mark, Norway and Sweden — 31 
appearances in’ 32 days. The band 
spent four hours of Easter Sun- 
day in Hamburg station, and “even 
since we've been in the war, I 
haven’t seen so many soldiers in 
my life. They were everywhere.”.

in the business is so much joss 
burned to the Buddah of bands- 
men—not even to prove that no 
matter how many copyists crowd 
the hot note market, the king pin 
keeps getting Ellingtonier all the 
time, They just naturally like the 
road—from the Boston Ritz to the 
Chicago Sherman to the coast and 
back by way of a hundred dance 
halls, almost as many more Army 
camps and Navy and Coast Guard 
bases and Bond Rallies. Friday 
morning they'll play Scott Field, 
Sunday they'll perform for the 
Barracks boys in line with the 
Duke’s program of taking his tune- 
smithing to as many service men 
as will fit into his schedule. Be- 
sides, the road is quite an income 
item, kicking in as personal net in- 
come, along with composing, an 
average of $30,000 to $35,000 a 
year, besides other ventures. 


This, obviously, is more than 
meets the rent on a New York 
apartment that hasn’t been opened 
in a year and a half. 


“I’ve spent most of my time in 
California the past two years,” 
said the Duke. “Two rooms with 
piano ...”

“Cabin in the Sky.” 


The Duke cleaned up the last 
snack of his cornflakes, bit into 
a pear, and talked about St. Louis- 
an Harold Baker, his new trumpet, 
and Betty Rochye, who “sings like 
guys play horns—-same idiom.”

conserved in these times. All 
rubber is going to be irreplaceable 
for the duration. Consider the 
humble rubber plate scraper which 
is such an invaluable tool in the 
kitchen. It will last a lot longer 
4f it is used carefully and cared 
for properly. Never use it for 
scraping hot foods out of sauce- 
pans, and avoid rinsing it in very 
hot water, for heat gradually melts 
rubber. Avoid using it for hot 
grease, too, whether for scraping 
out the frying kettle or for clean- 
ing the roasting pan. But don’t 
try to save it by putting it away 
for long periods, for it may become 
hard and dry. Keep it clean and 
dry when not in: use, keep it away 
from heat—and if it does give out, 
remember that it is scrap rubber 
and dispose of it accordingly.

UBLE comes to everybody 
and nobody welcomes it.

THE CHILD THAT had looked 
calmly at the blood oozing gently 
from the skinned knee now begins 
to believe that something serious 
has happened to him. He wonders 
what will come of this business. 
Doctor, medicine, bandages, this 
must be awful. Fear takes posses- 
sion of him and by the time his 
mother comes with the iodine and 
bandage he is screaming fit to 
choke himself. 

Now there is trouble. Mother's 
fear feeds the child's fear and his 
adds to hers and the doctor has 
to come to treat a rical 
mother and child. He it 
is all wrong, unnecessary, harm- 
ful in the extreme. He is cool, 
cuts his visit short, leaves direc- 
tions and says it won't be neces- 
sary to call him.

Training in early 
childhood, intended to save them 
from trouble, has brought it upon 
them.

TEACH CHILDREN to take the 
misfortunes of the day as blithely 
as possible. Treat the small mis- 
haps as a matter of course. “Just 
a scratch; give it a wipe with the 
iodine; it’ll be all right tomorrow,” 
is a far better attitude to set than 
the other fear-filled one of “O dear, 
O dear.” 

Trouble comes to us all, of course, 
but doesn’t happiness come too? 
And isn’t the cs we and the 
good fortune much greater than 
the other? If disaster outweighs 
success life ceases, so there is al- 
ways something to hold to, some- 
thing to hope for, something to be 
glad about somewhere in the day.

M:* a typical lament of 
many girls who long for 
perfect proportions. Differences in 
fat accumulation cause many dif- 
ferent types of body “build.” The 
ideal, of course, is the well-propor- 
tioned figure, with enough fat in 
certain places to prevent angular- 
ity and to produce soft feminine 
curves. 

The normal’ fat pads of women 
are located about the hips and 
thighs, the bust, the under part of 
the upper arms, about the knee 
caps, and at the back of the neck. 
Over-eating and lack of exercise 
increases the size of these normal 
fat pads, and the fat throughout 
the body is increased, too. Thus in 
obesity from over-eating, the fat 
is placed rather evenly and propor- 
tions are not changed very much.” 

Another kind of obesity is that 
due to improper functioning of one 
or more glands; then the fat dis- 
tribution varies, depending on the 
gland at fault. Physicians can 
sometimes recognize these cases at 
a glance, their outlines are so typi- 
cal. 


Some perfectly normal girls have 
a type of obesity in which the fat 
is “all in one place.” For example, 
the fat may be chiefly in the thighs 
and legs, or it may be the arms 
and shoulders, that are affected. 
The hips may have more than their 
share of fat, or it may be the 
thighs alone that are too pu 

There are three periods 4 
woman’s life when she is most 
likely to gain weight: at adoles- 
cence, when a baby comes and in 
middle life. At these times, proper 
and strict dieting is the best way 
to prevent that extra fat. 

If excess pounds have already 


begun to appear, whether they are 
located in just one area or evenly 
over the whole body, a reducing 
regime should be begun. The best 
way to reduce is by sensible diet- 
ing, and it’s better than strenuous 
reducing treatments. The diet 
should furnish just*a little less 
food than the body needs, so that 
excess fat is burned up. 

_ Dietary fads and tricks should 
be avoided. The reducing diet 
should be balanced and should 
have enough calories to prevent a 
constant hunger and craving for 
food. 

The greatest threat to dieting is 
the between-meal snack. You may 
not think much about a glass or 
two of beer, or a few pieces of 
candy, but they may offset the 
good work your diet has done. 

Exercise should be ample; out- 
doors, as walking, or indoor calis- 
thenics. -Exercise tones up the 
muscles, prevents flabbiness and 
makes the figure shapely as the 
fat disappears. For the girl who 
is too large in any one spot, exer- 
cise plus a reducing diet will help 
to whittle chubby parts down to 
better proportions. 

Example of Reducing Diet. 

Breakfast—One orange, one egg 
(boiled or poached), one thin slice 
toast with one pat butter, coffee 
with milk and one teaspoon sugar. 

Lunch—Consomme or clear soup, 
lettuce and tomato salad with 
hard-boiled egg (no mayonnaise, 
no olive oil), one applé, one glass 
milk, 

Dinner—One lean lamb chop, one 
small potato (baked or boiled), one 
portion string beans, one portion 
cauliflower, one pat butter, one- 
half grapefruit, no sugar; milk, tea 
or coffee with milk, no sugar.

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IS AN index of height to 
weight that is theoretically 1.00. 
When a person is 1.15 (for a male), 


or 1.11 (female), they are con- 


sidered pathologically overweight.

When she walked she had to stop 
every little while and rest, and she 
climbed upstairs once or twice a 
day, but it was quite an effort.

I do not know whether this 
is an accurate statement or not, 
since apparently her food intake 
was never weighed. The general 
theory about abnormally heavy 
people is that they have a dis- 
turbance of balance between fat 
absorption and fat storage.

Concert in Carnegie Hall 


DUKE ELLINGTON STUDIES A MUSICAL SCORE. HIS BAND HAS BEEN A FAVORITE: FOR TWENTY YEARS. 


By Jean Lightfoot 


HE mob in front of giddy, 

gaudy, gabby Tune Town these 

dusky p. m.’s reaches a block 
to Grand boulevard and looks like 
the opening of the Cherokee Strip. 
Some are of the zoot-suit set, rock- 
ing like kids with toothache to the 
music that spills out of open win- 
dows as they wait in line. A few 
are long-haired lovers of all music, 
symphonic or swing, that has char- 
acter, All of them have come to 
hear jiving hotter than the Touhy 
Gang, dittying sweet enough to 
ration, both from the band that’s 
been tops for 20 years. 


The Duke’s in town. 


Inside the dance hall, the hard- 
wood athletes bounce, bump, shag 
and shuffle through gum-chewing, 
gum-shoeing contortions that in- 
clude more breaks than a taffy 
pull, The crowd’s so thick around 
the platform you think Lana Tur- 
ner in three sweaters must be an 
added attraction. That breeze on 
the top of your head is a whistle 
of approval from.a swaying jiver 
as Harry Carney’s clarinet does 
something of the jam persuasion 
on “Sophisticated Lady.” You sug- 
gest to the man standing next to 
you in the crush that Joe Nan- 
ton’s talky trombone may be ter- 
rific, but does he realize he is 
standing on your foot? 


“Whatsa matter,” he mutters ab- 
sent-mindedly, eyes on the orches- 
tra as it comes on like a tidal 
wave, “you leavin’?” 

It doesn’t mean a lot to many of 
this swing set that Duke Ellington 
is more than composer and bands- 
ban—that he’s the gamut guy of 
the music business who'll top off 
six movies and almost as many 
shorts, Broadway, radio, a Euro- 
pean concert tour and entrepre- 
neuring his own show, with a 
Carnegie Hall Concert next Janu- 
ary, featuring his own Jazz Sym- 
phony. They’re not even inciden- 
tally interested In, the fact that 
Edward, then’ Prince of Wales, 
once replaced his drummer for an 
hour and a half of hot licks, that 
the Duke, smoked President Hard- 
ing’s cigarettes, and that his War 
Bond quota rates him more than 
a 10 per-center. 

All that matters to them is that 
Down Beat calls Duke Ellington 
“music’s Bible,” and that they’ll be 
exposed to Ellingtonia for three 
more nights—which is like offer- 
ing a second front to Stalin. 


It’s been a pair of decades since 
the Duke packed up his quartet 


of cohorts and made for Manhat- 
tan, “to conquer it,” he explained, 
grinning, in his score-cluttered 
room at Booker T. Washington 
Hotel. “Three of the original out- 
fit are still with me—Drummer 
Sonny Greer, Otto Hodrick on saxo- 
phone, Fred Guy on guitar. Arthur 
Whetsel, on trumpet, died three 
years ago.” 

All of which samples the loyalty 
that has made his crew as much 
an organization as an orchestra. 
Before the years at Kentucky Club 
and Cotton Club that swept New 
York off its calloused feet, Elling- 
ton’s candidates for stardom tuned 
up in Washington, D. C., where his 
father was a White House butler 
for a time during the reign of the 
Ohio Gang. 


“Sonny and I,” the bandsman 
reminisced, hitching up scarlet sus- 
penders that match the scarlet 
stripe in his smoke-blue shirt, 
“used to pour out a giass of corn, 
light up cigarettes with President 
Harding’s name on them, and get 
that rich feeling—you know?” He 
rolis “that rich feeling” over his 
tongue like you can’t help but 
know. 


x * * 


N Washington in 1918, the Duke 

married Edna Thompson, bought 

a home and a car, dreamed of 
bigger bandtime. He lived in such 
close harmony with his mother 
and father that “I wandered around 
in a daze for about three years 
when I lost one in 1935 and the 
other in 1937.” There are other 
indications that the Ellington “so- 
phistication” is as mythic as Grem- 
Ime—his pride in protege Billy 
Strayhorn, whose “Take the 
A-Train” is the band’s signature 
and who has composed “a lot of 
gorgeous instrumental things”; his 
parental thrill with the work of 
Julliard-educated . Mercer Elling- 
ton, his son, whose “Moonmist” is 
the Duke’s radio sign-off. 


“Mercer had a band at one time 
but didn’t get anywhere, had a 
very independent attitude.” His 
father smiled, rather pleased that 
“the kid wouldn’t accept any help.” 


Almost as familiar to swing wor- 
shipers as the restrained, lament- 
ing Ellington piano, worked with 
his whole body and broad shoul- 
ders as if it were a vat of but- 
ter, is Mercer’s ‘ Ain’t What 
They Used to Be,” others of Jun- 
ior’s and arranger Strayhorn’s 
brought out by the publishing com- 
pany Ruth Ellington started dur- 
ing the Ascap-BMI feud. That 


scrap caught the Duke off key 


in the anomalous position of being 
unable to play any of his own com- 
positions, so he set up Ruth in 
the tune-hawking business. 


The Duke composes anywhere, 
anytime. There are the “mood” 
things hailed by some artists of 
the symphonic stripe as the great- 
est stuff of its kind on bars; swing 
that weakens your knees with its 
tight, improbable harmony like a 
three-time ride on the flying turns. 


“Now and then I work on the 
Jazz Symphony,” Duke said. “The 
Carnegie concert is scheduled for 
January, 24 and I'll probably fin- 
ish it on the 23rd. 


“I sort of hope —” the Duke 
rested his chin on one hand and 
registered an unexpected wishful- 
ness, “sort of hope I'll have a 
real Carnegie audience, like I had 
in Europe. Just the swing fans 
there wouldn’t mean much... .” 


Described as “triumphal” were 
the band’s 1933 and 1939 tours 
abroad, served up with a welcome 
so rallying it shouldn’t happen to 
Stokowski. Dowagers went hep 
and the peerage was pulverized 
when Ellington played the Palla- 
dium and took the podium of a 
hall in. Elephant Castle for Sun- 
day afternoon concerts that drew 
5000. like it was free, 


“The True Ellington,” advertised 
his promoters. “Nothing commer- 
cial on the program. All real 
music.” 

“So I gave them real music,” said 
the Duke, “but by the time the 
first concert was half over, I 


wasn’t getting audience re- 
action I wanteg” Not that the 
listeners making with the 


ice or sitting on their hands, but 
the boys changed the program, 
started cookin’ with Sterno, gave 
with a fusillade of nasty notes that 
converted the polite audience into 
a howling mob. The Duke laughed 
loudly.

The advantage of using and in- 
terpreting the double of one no 
trump as a penalty, not a take-out, 
double is well exemplified in this 
deal. East-West could have made 
a game, but first they would have 
had to reach it in the proper con- 


tract (three no trump), and sec- | 
ond, a nonvulnerable game is not™ 
worth anything like the 800-point 


penalty they actually collected. 


West opened the diamond king 
and, when East played low, shifted 
to the spade ten. Declarer won 
and, hoping to throw West back 
on lead, exited with the ace and 
another spade. West sidestepped 
by playing the queen on the ace, 
and this permitted East to win 
the third round. The diamond re- 
turn let West run off the entire 
suit and forced declarer to make 
three discards, which were two 
clubs and one heart. East mean- 
while had signaled “high-low” in 
clubs, so West followed orders. 
His club return at the tenth trick 
cost the defenders a trick, but this 
could not be avoided. A heart re- 
turn would have been equally 
costly. Obviously, although de- 
clarer made his club king, he lost 
the heart queen.
